Question: We live in a very old 
Barage flat over a clean private 
garage. The woodwork, however, is 
very old, and the windows high and 
not suited to cross ventilation. There 
is a musty smell in tho house that 
is present jp some old houses, al- 
though the place is not damp. We 
have a gas furnace and there is 
nothing to cause this odor except 
aged woodwork. Can you suggest 
some deodorant to overcome this 
condition? We have more trouble in 
summer than in winter. 

Answer: Where there is a musty 
smell of that kind you may suspect 
rotting wood somewhere, It would 
be well to make a thorough exami: 
nation to see if any of the timbers 
or parts of a building are damp, or 
if there is leakage. In the mean. 
time you can clear up much of the 
odor with special preparations tha! 
are on the market for just this pur 
prose. “Inquire at your hardware o1 
drug store, One or two saucers o} 
houschold ammonia would als¢ 
sweeten the air. You can help thr 
ventilation along by placing an elec 
tric fan on the floor, blowing toward 
an open door or window.
